tern observation trip, believes, 
according to his report before 
the board: of directors, says 
the Sunkist Courier.

Lemon 
Sales Manager T. H. Powell, 
Mr, Dezell conferred with all 
division officers on the past 
season’s situation and the fore- 
cast for the coming year. In- 
dications from the reports of 
the exchange representatives 
ure that general optimism pre- 
vails in the various divisions 
regarding the prospects for the 
1925-26 season, and the opin- 
ion is that growers will receive 
a fair price for their products. 

‘“‘Evervwhere throughout the 
country our agents anticipate a

Florida orange shipments are 
averaging 142 cars daily, as 
eompared with 173 cars daily 
for the corresponding — period 
last season. 

The general tendency on the 
part of California growers is 
to hold back on shipments in 
order not to overstock the 
holiday market. Shipments 
from sections. cast of here are 
being made by growers whose 
groves are unprotected and 
who fear possible frost damage 
if fruit is held. An unfortun- 
ate chain of cireumstances, no- 
tably poor weather in New 
York, have made selling condi- 
tions unfavorable for them. 

Shipments in this district for 
the past week weresconfined to 
lemons. The four exchanges 
for this region reported the fol- 
lowing totals: San Antonio, 3 
cars; La Verne, one car; San 
Dimas, 4 ears; Ontario-Cuea- 
monga, 18 cars. 

There is a little .better de- 
mand for California lemons in 
eestern markets. Supplies are 
lighter and the general situa- 
tion is improving.

For California Citrus 


American citrus fruits have 
displaced similar products im- 
ported from other sources into 
Australia, according to E. M. 
Lawton, American Consul Gen- 
eral at Sydney. Domestic pro- 
duction, however is expanding 
rapidly and, with proper stor- 
age facilities, may be expected 
to furnish eventually year 
round supplies. 

Citrus fruit consumptidn is 
being stimulated through the 
activities of the New South 
Wales Central Citrus Associa- 
tion, an organization modeled 
after such organizations as the 
Mutual Orange Distributors. 
jInsofar as the Australian prod-

by such activity. California 
products are received between 
November and February, some 
three or four shipments arriv- 
ling annually. Formerly, Ja-

uct. Imports from Japan, how- 
ever, have been negligible for 
the last three or four years, 
although no good reason is of- 
fered for their disappearance. 

American sizes most com- 
monly seen are 140s and 150s. 
Prices paid by importers us- 
ually run from $6.00 to $7.00 
per case, including landing 
charges and duty. Oranges re- 
tail at from 24 to 96 cents per 
dozen, the highest prices pre- 
vailing in Nevember and De- 
cember, the early summer pe- 
riod, which is also the time of 
the appearance of California 
oranges. Prices are lowest in 


May and June, when the sup-- 


ply always exceeds demand, 
gome fruit being exported to 
New Zealand. 

Both California lemons and 
Italian lemons are found in 
Australia market. The Ital- 
ian lemons received at Sydney 
are smaller than,the California 
product. Re tail prices vary

Citrus Course Lecturer 
Tells of Aged Orange 
Trees in South Africa 


Citrus growers will some day 
have to consider South Africa as. 
well as the state of Florida in the 
rivalry to supply the world with 
oranges, according to Dr. H. J. 
Webber, prgfessor of subtropical 
horticulture at the State College 
of Agriculture at Berkeley and di- 
rector of the citrus. experiment} 
station at Riverside. Dr. Webber 
was one of the principal lecturers 
at the extension school in citricul- 
ture which closed at Chaffey Jun- 
jor College Saturday. His final 
address and a field tour in the 
afternoon brought to an end one 
of the most successful schools 
ever held in the state, in the 
course of which a daily attendance 
average of approximately 185 
ranchers was reported. 

According to Professor Webber, 
who recently returned to California 
from Africa, orange .trees there 
live to be 75 and sometimes 100 
years old. The climate in South 
Africa is for the most part sim- 
ilar to that of Southern Cali- 
fornia. : 

Groves are Separated 

During Dr. Webber's lecture, 
which was attended by citrus grow- 
ers from San Bernardino, San} 
Diego, Imperial, . Riverside, Orange 
and Los Angeles Counties, he de- 
clared. that the citrus groves in 
South Africa are not compact, in 
small areas, as they are here.
